The Mormen Question. 
Wasuinerton, October 25. 

The Utah Commissioners are here 
preparing their report to the Presi- 
dent, and ex-Senator Ramsey, Judge 
Carlton and Mr. Godfrey had an inter- 
view of some length with the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to-day. The first 
session of the full Commission will 
be held to-morrow. The three mem- 
bers named had a conference after 
leaving Secretary Teller, as to matters 
to be discussed in their report. They 
do not give any particulars as to what 
they will recommend, but in a general 
way, they claim that while the Ed- 
munds bill has not accomplished all 
that was hoped, it has accomplished 
something, and is, in fact, the first 
piece of anti-polygamous legislation | 
that has done that. There are several 
points, in regard to which their expe- 
rience has led them to think that the 
law may be made more efficient, and 
they will recommend supplementary 
legislation. 

Judge Carleton says that while no 
atatisticte on the subject of plural 
marriages can be obtained, the result 
of. careful inquiry by him, both in 
Salt Lake City and the farming re- 
gions, satisfies him that polygamy is 
decreasing. Four - U tha of the male 
Mormons, he says, are not, and never 
have been, in polygamy. About one 
thousaud officials of ali kinds, have 
been elected under the supervision of 
the Commissioners, and while nearly 
all of them are Mormons, not one is 
or has been in polygamy. Monaga- 
mous Mormons, however, believe 
fally in polygamy,and he has not 
very strong hopes that the monoga- 
mous Legislature recently elected will 
enact any law hostile to plural mar- 
riages. A Register of one settlement, 
appointed by the Commissioner, told 
him that the only anti-Mormon vote 
cast at the last election, was cast by 
himself and his wife, and the Mor- 
mons cast about 500. But while plu- 
ral marriages used to be very common 
in this solely Mormon community, he 
was confident that no case of the kind 
had occurred for a year, and he attri- 
buted this to a fear ofthe Edmunds 
law. Judge found no evidences 
of disloyalty to the government, ex- 
cept so far as the Mormons were 
determined to obey what they said was 
the voice of God, rather than the com- 
mands of men; but they would never 
resort to resistence. The Judge did 
not believe that martial law would 
avail, or that any good results would 
foliow from the.em ployment of troops.

The Utica Herald, which makes 


considerable pretensions as an 


authority on philology, ooins the 


word United Statesians to designate 


the citizens of the republic. This is 


— more explicit than the term Ameri- 
2 | Cans, which our countrymen have 
though it is as cor - 


monopolized, 
rectly the property of Mexicans, 
Brazilians, Canadians, etc., a8 ours. 
Nevertheless, the Herald’s invention 
is a little awkward to write and 
speak, and on this account it can 
hardly be expected to supplant the 
term of Yankee, originally applied 
to New Engliende's, but became a 
common designation for everybody 
Northern daring the war, and in 
Great Britain is made to over the 
universal Yankee nation.” The term 
that we would all like to have ap- 
plied who exercise the right to vote 
and to talk pelitios is United States- 


men, for such we all are in our own / 


estimation, and also by the authority 
of the republic, which recognizes all 
meu as equal in political rights and 
the enjoyment aad expression of 
Opinion. If this is not satisfactory, 
then each citizen is just as entitled 
as the Utica Herald to select such a 
terminology as suits him best. He 
may follow the Spaniards, the Por- 
tugees, Chinese, ete., the Arabs, 
Hiadoos, Polacks, Norwegians, Af- 
ghans, Esquimanx, Laplanders, 
Hebrews, French, Swiss, Swedes, 
Dateh, Greeks, and we think either 
termination in the above list could 
be fitted to the name of our country 
as elegantly and symmetrically as 
that which our Utica contemporary 
hes chosen. But let those who can- 
not call us Americans or Yankees, 
recognize us as Unitsd Statesmen, 
and we shall find a new pride in our 
country, and in ourselves for b ng 
citizens thereof. 

The following words of advice 
from the Tuecarora Times-Review 
are app icable to every mining camp 
in the State: It would be difficult to 
estimate the time and money ex- 
pended on mining olaims doing as- 
sessment work, which is practically 
lost. Each year so much money 
most be spent on the claim, and the 
work is generally done on the most 
available place and with no partica- 
lar reference to the systematic de 
velopment of the property. It is 
usually done at a disadvantage and is 
often an absolute injury to the 
ground, cutting it up to the detri. 
ment of any systematic working that 
may afterward be attempted. After a 
location has been developed enough 
to entitle it to s United States patent, 
the money spent in doing ‘‘assess— 
ment work” is usually worse than 
wasted, as it seldom adds anything 
to the market value of the claim, and 
often lessens it. The same money 
would obtain a United States title to 
the cleim, which could not be jamp- 
ed, and after application for patent 
is started further assessment work is 
not required. If a claim is worth 
owning at all it is worth being pat 
ented. Itisa mistake to wait until 
a “big strike” is made before apply- 
ing for a Government title. Contests 
sre then sure to arise, and the larger 
the strike“ the greater will be the 
trouble and expense of obtaining the 
patent, and many sales have fallen 


through while waiting for the busi- 
ness to be pashed through the Land 
Office. If your claim is worth own- 
ing get it patented; if not give it up 
and don’t waste your money doing 
useless assessment work. There are 
many claims iu this vicinity whose 
owners have expended three times 
the amount of money upon them 
than would have obtaibed an indis- 
putable title for all time. They should 
at once make applications for patents 
and cease this useless expense.
